 ACCOMODATIONS & TRAVEL ARRANGEMENTS 
 
HOTEL ACCOMODATIONS 

To reserve your hotel room at the government rate of $149 per night (plus tax), please call the Loews hotel directly at 
215-627-1200 with a credit card and identify yourself as part of the EPA Vapor Intrusion Forum Group by December 
14, 2008.  Reservations and rates after the Dec. 14 cut-off date are subject to availability. Rates for double and 
triple rooms are $174 and $199 (plus tax) respectively.  These rates will be available for the weekend prior and three 
days following the January 12-13 dates of the conference. 
 

• Check-in Time:  3:00 PM ET  Check-out Time:  12:00 PM ET 

• Cancellation Policy:  Travelers must notify the hotel no later than 24 hours prior to the date of arrival to avoid 
one night room and tax charges.  In the event that a guest fails to check-in for a guaranteed reservation, a non-
refundable charge of one night room and tax will be charged to the credit card on file and the balance of the 
reservation will be cancelled. 

• Parking: Overnight parking (valet only) is available at $38 per day plus tax. 

• Internet Connections:  High-speed internet access is available in the guest rooms for a daily fee (currently 
$10.95/ day).  Wireless access is available in the lobby area and restaurant.

DRIVING DIRECTIONS   
I-95 From the North 

Follow 95 South to exit 22 (Central Philadelphia). Follow signs for 676 West. Continue on 676 to the Broad Street exit. 
Make first left onto Vine Street. Follow Vine to third light (12th Street) and make a right. Pass the Convention Center. 
Cross Market Street. Entrance and valet parking on right-hand side. 
 

I-95 From the South 
Follow 95 North to exit 22 (Central Philadelphia). Follow signs for 676 West. Continue on 676 to the Broad Street exit 
Continue onto 15th Street. Follow 15th Street through seven traffic lights (City Hall on left). Continue around City 
Hall. Make right onto Market Street. Drive to 12th Street (Loews Hotel is on the right). Make right onto 12th Street. 
Entrance and valet parking on right-hand side. 

 
From the NJ turnpike (New York) and Ben Franklin Bridge (Cherry Hill, NJ) 

Follow New Jersey turnpike South to exit 4 (Camden/Philadelphia). Follow 73 North to 38 West to 30 West 
Follow signs for Ben Franklin Bridge. Staying in center lane, follow signs for Vine Street/Local Traffic. Follow Vine 
Street to 12th Street. Turn Left onto 12th Street. Continue approximately four blocks. Pass Convention Center. Cross 
Market Street. Entrance and valet parking on right-hand side. 

 
From 76 East 

Follow 76 East to exit 344 (676 East). Continue on 676 to the Broad Street exit. Follow signs for Vine Street/Local 
Traffic. Continue on Vine to the third light (12th Street). Turn right onto 12th Street. Pass Convention Center 
Cross Market Street. Entrance and valet parking on right-hand side. 

 



 

 LOCAL ATTRACTIONS AND RESTAURANTS 

 
National Constitution Center 
525 Arch Street, (215) 409-6600 
Broaden your horizons about the Constitution and its relevance with a trip to the National Constitution 
Center. Created in 1988, the Center is the first museum dedicated to the U.S. Constitution. 
 
Liberty Bell Center 
143 South Third Street 
The new Liberty Bell Center offers a video presentation and exhibits about the Liberty Bell, focusing 
on its origins and its modern day role as an international icon of freedom. 
 
Philadelphia Museum of Art and the "Rocky Steps" 
Benjamin Franklin Parkway at 26th Street, (215) 763-8100 
Besides its architecture and collections, the Philadelphia Museum of Art is also well-known for its 
role in Rocky. Run up the Rocky Steps (you know you want to!) and recreate the movie's most 
memorable scene. Then, visit one of the 25 exhibitions presented by the Museum each year, from 
focused presentations exploring specific topics to masterpieces on loan from museums worldwide.  
 
Philadelphia Zoo

The Zoo is the Philadelphia region’s leading family attraction, welcoming more than 1.1 million 
visitors a year. The Zoo uses all of its unique and compelling features to inspire people of all ages to 
action and leadership in support of wildlife conservation.  
 
The Franklin Institute Science Museum 
222 North 20th Street 
The most recognizable part of The Franklin Institute to the public is The Franklin Institute Science 
Museum. In the spirit of inquiry and discovery embodied by Benjamin Franklin Institute is to inspire 
an understanding of and passion for science and technology learning. 
 
Fairmount Park 
One of the country’s largest urban parks is also the city’s best spot to people-watch. Rollerblade, bike 
or walk along the Schuylkill River, or just sit and enjoy the passing scene. 
 
Betsy Ross House 
239 Arch Street, (215) 627-5343 
Relive the story of our “Stars and Stripes”. Located in the Old City district, this favored historic site 
lets you meet Betsy and tour the house where the first American flag was made.
